Worth sea blockade to raid Atlantic ship- 
ping, and Britain cannot hunt them down 
without ‘weakening her home defenses.

Another Army Officer Takes 
Job Outside Military Work 

Colonel Fleming is the third army. 
‘officer to take over a job outside 
of the military service, lately.
